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TWO BOMBSHELLS. 


They Were Thrown Into the Ohio 
House in the Shape of Res- 
Olutions. 


Each Referred to Alleged Cases of 
Bribery Connected with Senator 
Payne’s Election. ; 


A Committee of Investigation Appointed to 
Look Into the Matter—Sherman’s 
1 Triumphant Election. 


Conumsus, O.,. Jan. 13.—[{Special.]—Ohio 
can always be depended on to furnish a polit- 
ical sensation to keep the eyes of the remain- 
der of the country turned toward her. Just 
before the quiet reslection of Senator John 
Sherman was secured today a bombshell was 
throwa into tae House in tne shape of a reso- 
lution offered by Mr. Hull (Dem.) of Allen 
County, proposing to investigate the charges 
of bribery against the Hon. M. B. Payne and 
sundry Republican members of the House 
mentioned in his resolusion, which was 
afterward amended by the Kepublicans so as 
to include the Democratic members of the 
present House who bad been charged with 
receiving money for voting for Senator Payne 
in the recent letter of Col. S. K. Donavin. To 
say the resolution produced a panic among the 
Democrats is but expressing mildly the per- 
turbation it caused. It was the intention of 
the Democrats to force the Republicans to 
link the Payne charges with those against the 
Republican members, in the hope that one 
would offset the other and nothing would be 
done, but the resolution regarding the Repub- 
licans was stricken out and instead were in- 
serted the names ot the Hon. George W. 
Zeigier of Crawford, William Schultz of Fair- 
field, Phannel Hunt of Shelby, and David 
Baker of Darke, ali of whom-had been charged 
with selling their votes to the Payne faction 
two years ago. 

The resolution of Mr. Hull read as follows: 


WHEREAS, It has been charged that $1,200 was 
paid to secure a vote for John Sherman for Sen- 
ator; and, 

. WHEREAS, There have beer frequent charges 
of the corrupt use of money by Charies Foster at 
elections; and, 

WHEREAS, It is charged that Charies Kurtz, 
Gov. Foraker’s private Secretary, is a member of 
the school-book lobby and as such spent certain 
sums of money contributed by the schyol-book 
monopoly to elect and defeat members for the 
present House; and, 

WHEREAS, It has been charred that large sums 
of money have veen paid to members of the last 
Legisiature to elect Henry B. Payne to the United 
States Senate; and, 

WHEREAS, it has been charged in the Ohio State 
Journal and other Republican papers that the Hon. 
Seth Brown, a member of this House, secured his 
place by bribery, fraud, and corrugtion; and, 

WHEREAS, It has been charged that the Hon. E. 
L. Lampson of Ashtabula red his nomination 
by disbonest and unfair ; therefore be it 

Itesotved, By the General Assembly of the State 
of Obie, that a joint committee of three on the part 
of the House and two on the part of the Senate be 
and are hereby appointed te make the most search- 
ing investigation Of all these charges, and they

Resolved, Tngt this investigation be referred to 
the Committee of Privileges and Elections to ex- 
amine into the same, and they are instructed and 
authorized to employ a stenographer and to send 
for persons and papers. 

A DBMOCRAT WHO MADE THE CHARGES. 

Mr. Ryan then stated that as a prominent 
Democrat, Col. 8. K. Donavin, had charged 
Democratic members with having been bribed 
to vote for Payne for Senator, and bad not 
only made the general o of this kind 
beretofore made but had given names and a 
catalog of the amounts received, that this was 
a fit subject for investigation at the same time 
with the charges made in Mr. Hull's resolu- 
tion. Mr. Ryan said that the Republicans 
desired the adoption of the resolution as a 
whole, and were in favor of a full investiga- 
tion into all the charges made. He also re 
ferred to the fact that Mr. Baker of Darke 
bad been charged in the public press witb of- 
fering a Republican member $5,000 to vote 
against the Hon. Joun Sherman, and said that 
was also a fit subject for investigation.

The old powder that instantly exploded 
was much harder on the guns and did not do 
neurly the effective work that is accomplished 
by the new. It is thought that American 
powder will equal and probably surpass 
the German cocoa powder in a short 
time. By the use of this new powder it is 
thought by some that it may be possible to 
again utilize cast-iron guns. Cast-iron guns 
were laid aside because the pressure was too 
great for them. If cast-iron can again be 
brought into use the cost of fortification can 
pe reduced very much below the esti- 
mates that have generally been made. Of 
course those who are engaged in the manufact- 
ure of steel cannon will laugh at 
the idea of utilizing cast-iron again, 
but it is thought worthy of investiga- 
tion at least. It is asserted by the 
ordnance officers here that in the contest be- 


tween cannon and armor the highest degree of 
perfection has been reached. Every improve- 
ment in the power of the cannon has been met 


by an increase in the thickness of the steel 


armor. The armor cannot be made any heavier

Chicago Merchants Who Are Anx- 
ious for the Guardianship of Reg- 
ular United States Troops.

The opinion expressed by Gen. Schofield in

BUYING FOR THE COUNTY. 


COMMISSIONER HEMMELGARN TRIES IT 
JUST TO SHOW HOW fT SHOULD BE 
DONS. 

It was reported yesterday that a dm of 
goods to the amount of $500 had deen bought 
for the County Infirmary from J. H. Crossley 
of No. 201 Kinzie street, Who was no other 
than a cierk in the employ.of County Commis- 
sioner Hemmelgarn, whose commission store 
is at that number. As it is against the law for 
any County Commissioner to sell to the county 
this was thought rather queer. Moreover, it 
was alleged that some of the butter delivered 
was shockingly bad and would be sent back by 
Warden Varneli. To a TRIBUNE reporter Com- 
missioner Hemmelgarn last night made the 
following explanation: J. H. Orossley has 
been in the ‘ Comuissiofer’s employ 
since Dec. 24 last, and has been on- 
gaged by Mr. Hemmelgarn for the specific 
purpose of making purchases for the county, 
because the law did not allow the Commission- 
er to make the sales in die own name. 
in the grocery business himself, Mr. Hemmel- 
garn noticed from the start that the county 
was paying too mue for the goods bought for 
the charitable n It was no longer 
a secret to me, said Mr. Hemmelgarn, chat 
the county was bankrupt With tremendous 
prices the board was paying for supplies. He 
made up his mind to reform this part of the 
business of the county. The thing had to be 
“busted ”’ at some time or other, and he want- 
ed to show up the extravagance of the board 
in the past. So he obtained leave 
from the Committee on Charities, of whch 
be is a member, to do the buying when another 
requisition came in from Warden Varnell. 
When that requisition came he had Crossley 
buy the goods—pbutter, potatoes, eggs, etc. — 
from firme be knew and deliver them to the 
county institutions. The bills ought to have 
been made out from those firms who furnished 
the goods to the county. But in some cases 
the amounts were very small—for instance, 
16 cents for salt in one case. So Crossley, ‘to 
accommvudate those firms, took the goods in 
his Own name and then made out the bills to the 
county in his own name. Goods were bought 
at prices far below those paid béfore by the 
county, and no profit was made by Hemwmel- 
garn and Crossley, the same 
cbarged to the county that had been charged 
to Crossiey. Eggs were bought at from 20 to 
22 cents, cand) while the county bad for 
three months previously paid 26 cents for un- 
candied eggs. The price for butter bad been 
23 cents, Crossley bought it at 18 cents. Celery 
had cost 85 cents, Crossley paid 30 cents, and 
finally only 26 cents. Apples had been bought 
at 52.50 to $3.25 and one-third of them were 
rotten. Crossley furnished a good quality of 
sound apples at $1.86 to $2, and saw them de- 
livered. Mr. Hemmeigarn was not sure that 
all the goods contracted and paid for had al- 
ways been received by the county under the 
old régime. Mr. Hemmelgarn’s iistructions to 
Crossley were not to tavor any of the firms 
be bought from, but to look after the 
interests of the county. Warden Varnell was 
instructed to send back all the goods that were 
not in good condition. As a result only about 
tweive or fifteen poynds of butter has been 
found bad in all that bas been used for three 
weeks, and this butter will be returned to the 
firm it was bought from. As an illustration of 
how the buying is conducted by the Commit- 
toe on Charities Mr. Hemmelgarn told of an in 
stance last week. Warden Varuell had sent in 
a requisition for flour. The committee wanted 
to buy it from E. A. Robinson as usual. Hem- 
meigarn objected. Other firms, he said, 
ought. to have a sbow and competi- 
tion should be invited. He proposed 
Reid, Murdock & Fischer and anotber 
well-known provision firm. But the committee 
by vote ordered him to buy the flour from 
Robinson or notto buy it all.

Proceedings of the Convention Now 


in Session at Fargo—No Di- 
vision Wanted. 


Admission as a Whole to Be Demand- 
ed or No Admittance at 
All. 


How the Matter Stands at Washington 
The Democratic Enabling Act Voor- 
bees Present Attitude. 


Fango, Dak., Jan. 18.—[Speolal.— The geo- 
ond day of the convention was distinguisbed 
by talk rather than work. The Committee on 
Permanent Organization reported Robert E. 
Wallace of Stutsman County for President and 
Henry Dickey of Dickey County for Secretary. 

Root of Barnes County moved to amend the 
report by substituting the name of McLaren of 
Steele for that of Wallace, giving as bis reason 
that Wallace is an advocate of division at the 
forty-sixth parallel. Plummer of Traill charged 
that Wallace had his commitvee already made 
up in the interest of division. 

A discussion followed, but, bad blood bav- 
ing been given full flow, exhausted itself, 
and the committee repért was finally 
adopted without opposition. A frebrand 
was thrown isto the convention by the double 
report of the Committee on Program, the mu- 
jority favoring the putting of division at the 
foot of the list of subjects for consideration, 
and the minority favoring the set 
forth in the call, making division the first topic 
of discussion. The question was conside a 
test one, with division on the forty-sixth par- 
allel fay by the minority, and division on the 
Missouri and admission ag a whole united in 
support of the majority report. The discus- 
sion was warm, and when the vote was finally 
reached division was defeated by a vote of 56 
against 32. |

On the reassembling of the convention the 
Committee on Land Laws made a report recom- 
mending Congress to pass at its earliest con- 
venience laws covering substantially the fol- 
lowing: 

1. To decide without question of doubt as to all 
matters relating to the Homestead law; when same 
is consummated in Feference to settiers’ richts of 
preémption taken subsequently or prior to com- 
mutation. 

2. To provide that when local land-offices issue 
final receivers’ réceipts such receipts shall be con- 
clusive as to settiers’ right te the land men- 
tioned therein and upon which patent shall be 
issued thereon, said receipt to be ap absolute 
trans ter of title from the Goversment. 

3. To gutet title in the owners to lands upon which 


. a final receipt has been issued up to the passage of 


this act, and provide for the issuance of a patent 
cherefor forthwith, without further question. 

4. To provide that ali actual and bona ade set- 
tlers who have settled upon vacant Government 
land in good faith, under either the Homestead or 
Preémption law, having previously exhausted their 
richts under either one of said land laws, as here- 
tofore permitted to do uflder ssages and customs 
of the Land Department -sinte the pas- 
sage of the Homestead law. be permitted to com- 
plete their title thereto under either of eaid laws, 
after complying with the rules as to settlement and 
oultivation. 

After a debate the report was adopted with- 
out amendment.

GENERAL SENATE WORK. 

Senator Hawley presided over the Senate to- 
day in the absence of Senator Sherman. 

Several bills for private relief having been 
disposed of, tite bill to admit Dakota was 
reached. Mr. Harrison said it would be in- 
possibile to consider that bill under the five 
minute rule, and at his suggestion it went over. 
He stated that be would call it up as early next 
week as practicable. 

Mr. Bowen offered a resolution, which at his 
request was laid over for the present, directing 
the Committee on Indian Affairs to inquire 
into the expediency of removing all the In- 
dians in the United States to the Indian Terri- 
tory, west of the State of Arkansas.

Second Game in the Tournament Between

New Tonk, Jan. 18,—|Special.|—A large 
number of fashionable men attended the 
monthly sparring exhibition given by the New 
York Athietic Club at their house on Fifty- 
fifth street this evening.

Auliffe off his guard in the first round, and he 
administered two hard blows on the jugular of 
the champion. They seemed to daze him, He 
staggered about on the stage for a moment or 
two, lowered his guard, and for a time it 
looked as though he was ** knocked out.“ He 
recovered himself in a second or two and re- 
newed the confidence placed: in him by the on- 
lookers, but when the first round ended Hop- 
per had the best of it by long odds. 

In the next three McAuliffe seemed to regain 
his composure and make matters even. He 
jabbed his left hand wickedly at Hopper’s 
mouth, and at each thrust he drew biood. In 
the sixth he had his opponent completely 
“winded” and pounded him as he pleased. 
One biow sent the unfortunate Hopper through 
the ropes at the feet of Inspector Byrnes. 
When it lonked as though McAuliffe would 
place a “knockout” to his credit, the master 
of ceremonies calied time and saved Hopper 
the mortification of being placed on the list of 
“knocked-out” pugilists. 

During the evening there was a commotion 
and stampede, Smoke was seen and in an in- 
stant some timid person shouted “ Fire!“ This 
was the signal for a rush. Persons left their 
seats, hats, and coats and made for the exits, 
regardless of consequences. Athletes who had 
taken positions on horizontal bars, ladders, 
and on the cross-beams of the gymnasium 
jumped from their places and joined in the rusb.

Resolved, That we cali upon Congress to refrain 
from attempting a general revision of the tariff at 
this time, believing that the revision of duties for 
the purpose of reduction will check the growth of 
confidence and will make consumers again limit 
their orders, causing a serious shrinkage of busi- 
ness and involving the closing of many works and 
the discharge of numerous workmen. 

CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 18.—The Western Nail

WHEREAS, Recognizing the importance to us of

GENERAL POPE’S ARRAIGNMENT OF 
FITZ JOHN PORTER. 

‘The narrative of the second battle of Bull 
| Run, contributed to the January number of 
the Century bg Gen. John Pope, and the 
severe criticism it contains of the action of 
itz John Porter, which led to Pope’s defeat, is 
a timely addition to the literature of treachery, 
inasmuch as there is every reason to believe 
that another attempt will be made during the 
present session of Congress to relieve Porter 
of his disabilities and erase the action of the 
court-martial? which properly stigmatized 
him though it did not properly punish him. 
If any one knows the history of that battle 
it is the commander under whom it was 
fought, and he tells the story of it in a clear, 
frank, manly way that must carry the con- 
viction of Fitz John Porter’s treachery to avy 
one who is not prejudiced in his favor. 

In the prelude to the narrative of the bat- 
tle itself, Gen, Pope takes a shot at the late 
Gen. McClellan’s genius for blundering and 
inactivity. Gen. Pope assumed command of 
the Army of Virginia, numbering 38,000 men 
and composed of Fremont’s, Banks’, and Me- 
Dowell’s corps, June 27, 1862. His first

at last found himself confronted at Rappa- 
hannock Station by nearly the whole of Lee’s 
army. The Army of Virginia and the Army 
of the Potomac were not yet united, and the 
only solace Pope had was an instruction 


‘from Halleck to hold on and fight like the 


devil” until the promised reinforcements 
came. The failure of McCléllan’s army to 
move up promptiy enabled Stonewall Jack- 
son to move on Manassas Junction, and 
thereby get between Pope’s forces and Wash- 
ington. Fitz John Porter was one of 
the sluggish ones affecting to come to his re- 
lief. Get. Pope says: The corps of Porter 
“ had 12,000 men and was by far the fresh- 
“ est, if not the best, in the army. He had 
8 very short and deliberate marches, 
„Hu advance reached Warrenton June 
„tion the morning of the th of 
August.“ Jackson had an interior 
force in the vicinity of Manassas, and Pope 
adopted the Napoleonic plan of attempting to 
crush him before Lee could effect a junction 
with him. McDowell, Rene, Hooker, and 
Banks found no difficulty in obeying his 
orders. In order to strengthen his right wing 
Pope sent orders to Porter the evening of the 
27th to move forward his corps and report 
to him at daylight the next morning. Gen. 
Pope says: I sent the orders above men- 
“tioned to Gen. Porter. He neither obeyed 
“them nor attempted to obey theta, but 
“afterwards gave as a reason fur not doing 
** so that his men were tired, the night was too 
dark to march, and that there wes a wagon- 
train on the road towards Brisjoe.” Gen. 
Pope literally pulvefizes these successive ex- 
euses ot do-nothing Porter. He says: 


Ot bis first reason for not complying with 
my orders it is only necessary to say that 
Sykes’ division had reached Warrenton June 
tion at 11 o'clock the morning of the 27th, and 
had been in camp all day. Morelfs division 
arrived later in the day at Warrenton Junction, 
and would have been in camp for at least 
eight hours before the time it was ordered to 
march. The marches of these two divisions 
from Fredericksburg bad been extremely de- 
liberate, and involved but little more exercise 
than ig needed for good health. The diaries of 
these marches make Porter's claim of fatigue 
ridiculous. To compare the condition of 
this corps and its marches with those of 
any of the troops of the Army of Virginia is 
a sufficient answer to such a pretext. The im- 
possibility of march on account of the 
darkness of that night finds its best anewer in 
the fact that pearly every other division of the 
army, and the whole of Jackson's corps, 
marched during the greater part of the night 
in the immediate vicinity of Porter's corps ana 
from nearly every point of the compass. The 
plea of darkness and of the obstruction of a 
wagon-train along the road will strike our ar- 
mies with some surprise in the light of their 
subsequent experience of night marches. The 
railroad-track itself was clear aad entirely 
practicable for the march of infantry. 


When the battle of the next day was going 
on Porter made no effort to communicate 
with Pope or to find out what was going 
on, though he heard the sound of the firing 
all day and knew that Pope was getting the 
worst ot it, as is shown by his letter to Me- 
Dowell, stating that he was going to fall 
back on Manassas, and counseling him to do 
the same! In view of his conduct that day 
and the night before, Gen. Pope is warranted 
in saying: 

Taking the enemy’s own account of the bat- 
tle that afternoon, which lasted several hours, 
and its result, it is not unreasonable to say 
that; if Gen. Porter had attacked Longstreet’s 
richt with 10,000 or 12,000 men while the latter 
was thus engaged, the effect would have bern 
conclusive. Porter’s case is the first. 1 bave 
ever known, or that I think is recorded fh mi- 
tary history, where the theory has deen ser- 
ously put forth that the hero of 9 battle is the 
man Who keeps out of it. With the theory in, 
successful operation war will be stripped of 
most of its terrors, and a pitched battle need pot 
be much more dangerous to human life than a 
militia muster, 

Gen. Pope not only esteblishes Porter’s 
treachery by his own testimony, but he con- 
firms it with extracts from the official reports 
of Gens. Lee, Jackson, Jongstreet, and Hill, 
who commanded the Aebel forces on that 
day. He establishes beyond all question 
that Porter refused to move forward when 
he was ordered, Which caused the loss 
of the battle, avi that when he tardily 
he ap, hours ‘gterward, he refused to at- 
tack Longstreet, and that instead of holding 
Longstreet in check) as his friends claim for 
im, Longstreet was free to move when he 
pleased on Fope’s forces, who were desper- 
ately engaged with Stonewall Jackson's 
corps, because Porter did not attack or even 
menace him, as is shown by Longstreet’s 
own report. If Fitz John Porter had been an 
officer in the Rebel army on those two days 
he could not have acted more directly. or effi- 
ciently in the Rebel interest. The Demo-

A DE FACTO MAYOR’ DEFENDING 
SELF-EVIDENT FRAUD. 

The election on which Carter Harrison’s 
alleged title to the Mayoralty rests was one 
of the most fraudulent and dishonest in the 
history of Chicago. The evidence of cor- 
ruption appears on the face of the returns 
and is unmistakable and indisputable. At 
the Presidential election in November the 
Federal supervisors were able to hold fraud 
in check, and the vote then cast, although 
not unmixed with bogus ballots, was com- 
paratively fair. The repeaters and ballot- 
box stuffers were badly frightened and afraid 
to face the Federal \oflicers, and the. fine 
workers of “the gang” postponed their 
efforts to corrupt the vote until after if was 
east, and it was between the election and 
the final canvass that Mackin got in 
his work, The vote as cast in No 
vember was comparatively fair, but 
was nevertheless swollen far beyond the 
legitimate poll of the city by sporadic cases 
of repeating, false personation, and voting on 
fraudulent naturalization papers. The Presi- 
dential election drew out every vote, and 
there was at least 15 per cent more honest, 
legal ballots cast then than in April. Yet in 
some of the yiler precincts the vote in April 
was double that cast in November, and 
Harrison’s majority was multiplied in an as- 
tounding fashion. In a precinct where 
Harrison received 150 votes in November he 
had in April 625, or more than were cast for 
Blaine and Cleveland both! Figures like 
these tell the story as shown on the face of 
the returns. | 

Additional evidence to prove the violent 
and fraudulent character of the election was 
collected by the Committee of Public Safety, 
and other proofs were partially brought to 
light in the Mayoralty contest. Scores of 
votes were cast from yacant lots and sheds; 
saloons having no beds sent out from three 
to twenty voters; ten, twelve, and fifteen 
were registerea as living in the same one- 
story shanty, while small two-story houses 
sent out as many a8 forty-six; and from every 
haunt of crime jall-birds, thags, loafers, and 
bummers swarmed forth to carry the election 


for Harrison. The criminal class held pos- 


session of the polls in some preeincts, driving 


would have been overwhelmingly defeated 
on a fair vote and an honest count. Taking 
office under a clouded and corrupt title, he 
has held on with unbfushing effrontery, de- 
fying every effort te investigate the facts, 
fighting for delay, blocking the wheels of the 
court, and rendering it easy for a reluctant 
Judge to fail to execute the law and adjudli- 
cate the title to the Mayoralty. As the ben- 
eficiary of election frauds Harrison has re- 
sisted every attempt to establish the truth as 
to his alleged election, 

If Harrison had been willing to face the 
truth and abide by it the Mayoralty contest 
could have been finally settled seven or eight 
months ago. .If possible for him to do so he 
could have vindicated his title and silenced 
the cry of fraud at once. Unable to prove 
his title and unwilling to abide by the de- 
cision of the conrt, he has continued usurp- 
ing an office which he holds only by virtue 
of crime, thuggery, and organized frauds on 
the ballot. A de facto Mayor standing as the 
beneficiary of election frauds and able to re- 
sist the investigation demanded by justice 
and right furnishes in his own person the 
demonstration that election law reform is an 
imperative public necessity. Will the Su- 
preme Court hold that beneficiaries of elec- 
tion frauds can seize public offices in defiance 
of the public will and hold on to them wirh- 
out regard to law? 


AVERAGE PRICDTS. 

The following table shows the average 
annual prices of @ number of leading articles 
in the Chicago market for thirteen years past, 
on a currency basis. These figures are not 
the highest and lowest reached during the 
period stated, but the table gives a fairer 
view of the nominal range of values from 
one year to another than if it contained the 
limits reached by fluctuation in the several 
markets, The prices are wholesale, and gen- 
erally for the standard grade, as No. 2 in 
grain and cargo prices for common lumber. 
The table is compiled from the yearly aver- 
ages given in fae Tripune Annual Review 
for each of the years named: 
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The figures are very suggestive in regard 
to the purchasing power of the dollar in the 
different years that have elapsed since the 
great fire in Chicago, The general average 
for last year is not far from 35 per cent less 
in currency, or 28 per cent less in gold, than 
that of the year sucteeding the panic of 
1873, while it is nearly 25 per cent less than 
that of 1881. This fact should be borne in 
mind by any one attempting to compare the 
volume of business transacted in this city 
by means of the number of dollars that 
measure it, as stated in our reviews for the 
close of each year. The gain of 1% per cent 
in the business of last year over that for 
1884 was in cash value; it was far more than 
that in bulk. 

The New York Tribune of a recent date 
presented an exhaustive comparison of gen- 
eral price averagaes for the last quarter of a 
century, based on a consideration of a far 
larger number of articles than those named 
above. But the results are not markedly 
different from those obtained by a study of 
the lesser number, because they include the 
principal staples of commerce, The greatest 
difference is that due to the cost of transpor- 
tation between the East and the West, which 
is much less now than it was previous to the 
fire. But even this operates in both direc 
tions, reducing the cost ot merchandise that 
is brought hither from the seaboard as well 
as the Eastern value of produce received 
from the West. We need not therefore com- 
pare the figures to nearer than the unit of 
per cent, and say that on the basis of 100 in 
1860, 1875, and 1880 prices were not far 
from 110 in 1870 and 76 in 1885 for the 
same quantity of goods in each case. We 
may then form the following table, the first 
column being the population of this city for 
the years named, the second our measures of 
the business of the city in millions of gold 
dollars, the third the volume of business ob- 
tained on dividing by the ratios above noted, 


and the last column giving the number of 


dollars’ worth. of such business to each in- 
habitant in the several years:

Nor 
can the issue de met by instituting libel 
suits. The charges assail the members of 
the Legislature named, but they bear still 
harder on the honor of Ohio and the integ- 
rity of that State’s representation In the Sen- 
ate. A prompt investigation by the Senate 
will establish the truth or falsity of the 
charges as affecting every person concerned, 
and Senator Payne owes it to his State as 
well as to himself to ask for such a proceed- 
ing at once. Fortunately, if Payne’s seat 
should be declared vacant the Ohio Legisia- 
ture is now in a position to send a worthy and 
reputable Senator to take the place of the 
representative of the coal-oil crowd.

This evening Mr. Bradlaugh addressed an 
enormous gathering of bis adherents in the 
famous Hail of Science. He was received 
with frantic enthusiasm. Some of the men 
in the audience wept for joy over his 
fine! triumph after so many rebuffs. Mr. Brad- 
laugh stated that be would forthwith begin a 
vigorous campaign in Parliament for the re- 
form of the land laws and the abolition of pen- 
sions.

Mr. Bradlaugh stalked the floor of the House 
of Commons in a defiant manner, kissed the 
Bible unctuously, shook hands with the Speak- 
er smilingly, ana drove away directly after de- 
ing sworn in. He was heartily cheered as he 
departed from the building by a large crowd of 
his supporters who were gathered outside. 

PARLIAMENTARY. 

During the interval between today and the 
submission to Parliament of the Queen's speech 
noxt week the business of the House of Com- 
mons will consist of thé swearing-in of mem- 
bers, the moving of writs of election for va- 
cant seats, and matters of alike nature. The 
presentation of the Queen's speech bas been 
delayed in order that members who are abroad 
or at a distance from the metropolis may bave 
time to make arrangements to bein their 
places in the event of a debate rising. 

A deputation of land-owners will wait upon 
Mr. Salisbury next week. Mr. Parnell is ex- 
pected to meet hia followers in London Thurs- 
day.

BISMARCE’S GRAB. 

AN OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT THAT GER- 
MAN REPRESENTATIVES HAVE SEIZED 
SAMOA—BRITIBH AND AMERICAN PRO- 
TESTS. 

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—It is stated on the highest 
authority that Prince Bismarck has received 
dispatches: fully confirming the report of the 
seizure of Samoa by representatives of Ger- 
many. Commander Weber, it is said, has tele- 
graphed that the old feeling of animosity 
against Germany, resulting from the support 
given by Germany to Tamasese against 
Malietoa, culminated in an open rupture, 
necessitating the landing of a force 
from the German gunboat Albatross to pro- 
tect the settlers until the restoration of order. 
The Commander is further reported as saying 
that the Samoan flag was not lowered until the 
King bad fed. Count von Hatzfeldt, ne Ger- 
man Ambassador at London, has telegraphea 
to Prince Bismarck the following dispatch, 
banded him by Lord Salisbury, which Was re- 
eeived from Mr. Powell, the British Consul in 
Samoa: 


Commander Weber has ¢riven the King from the 
seat of government. Weber hauled down the 
King’s flag, a force from the Albatross assisting. 
The King was insulted. The British and American 
Consuls entered a solemn protest. Their presence 
alone prevented a massacre of the Germans. War 
is imminent A report is current that Germany 
will annex Samoa. 


GREENBAUM’S SIDE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cai., Jan. 13.—Osear Green- 
baum said today that he had received a 
letter from his brother, Mr. Greenbaum, 
American Consul at Samoa, in . which 
the latter says he has constantly warned 
the United States Government of © his 
fears that Germany intended taking posses- 
sion of the islands. The letter says that a 
strong jealousy always existed between the 
former Consuls in the desire of each to pro- 
tect the conflicting commercial interests of 
their countrymen. This jealousy was intens! 
fied between the German and American 
Consuls from the fact that the latter 
was a German-American. The primary 
cause of this ill-feeling was found in the fact 
that American merchants have of late years 
been cutting into German trade on the islands, 
The American Coaésul in bis letter gave it as 
his opinion that the annexation of the Samoan 
Islands by Germany would be the death-blow 
of all other foreign interests there. 

IN WASHINGTON—A DEMOCRATIC CONSUL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.)— 
Since the reports regarding the seizure of Sa- 
moa by Germany have been reiterated there 
bas been some inquiry about the man who rep- 
resents the United States at Apia, which is the 
Consular Station. The former United States 

Consul was Dr. Canisius of Chicago, who had 
the confidence of bis bome Government and 
also of the Samoans: When he returned last 
August he brought an urgent missive from 
King Malietoa to protect him from the Ger- 
mans. Much of the business of the islands 
is controlled by two Americans, Stein- 
berger and Bartlett. Tuer have deen 
favored y the’ King, and it is 
thought 42 the Germans on the island mey 
have made representadons to their Govern- 
ment that the Americans bed too muchof a 
wood thing. At any rate the jnterésts of the 
United States are said to be important enough 
to necessitate a man of prudence and sagacity 
to represent it officially. There are whispers 
that the present Consul has neither of these 
qualities. He is Berthold Greenbaum, and is 
one of the vast army of Democrats who came 
to Washington after the inauguration of 
Cleveland,. prepared to take anything 
from Minister to Eogiand to janitor 
of the White House cloak-room. 
By # mere chance be got his present job. 
Sinee his arrival at Samoa he bas flooded the 
State Department with his contributions, and 
has written very voluminously concerning 
everything except what he ought to have 
written about. {When Greenbaum was ap- 
pointed the station to which he was sent was 
not so obscure, but it drew out complaints 
from those who knew him that he was unfit to 
represent the Government of the United 
States anywhere. Since the Samoan strug- 
gles have become known here and 
inquiry bas been made an apologetic 
tone is taken at the State Department, 
and the excuse is given that a first-class dip- 
lomat could hardly be looked for in sending a 
Consul to the South Seas. All the same there 
would be much less uneasiness if the present 
tenth-rate politician were somewhere else 
than at Samoa just now. Gustavus Goward, 
the former Consular Agent at Pago Pago, 
Samoa, has also been replaced within a few 
months by a new man. 

The Department of State has received official 
information from the United States Consul at 
Apia, Samoa, of the seizure of the Samoan 
Isiands by the German Government, as pre- 
viously reported in news diapatches, 


THE BALKAN WAR, 
BULGARIA IN DISTRESS--THE PORTBE’S RBE- 
QUEST. 


BELGRADE, Jan. 13.—According to local 
„ patriots in Belgrade Bulgaria must suffer 
more from the existing uncertainty of peace 
caused by the obstruction policy of the Servian 
Government than Servia. The latter Power has 
not yet spent all the money borrowed last Oo- 
tober from the Vienna. Landerbank, while the 
Bulgarian and Roumelian State Treasuries are 
empty. The districts south of the Balkans, it 
ie said, must be totally exhausted and on the 
verge of famine, and the passes will continue 
impracticable until April. Servia, on the contra- 
ry, can be supplied with provisions from Huu- 
gary. The Servian Government hopes by these 
hardships which confront Bulgaria to be able 
to enforce terms of peace which it could not 
obtain by successes in the fleld. At the same 
time it is hoped that M. Gtuics, the new Ser-. 
vlan Envoy at St. Petersburg, a zealous parti- 
san of Russia, will be able to éstablish friend- 
ly relations with Russia and perhaps prevent a 
Russo-Bulgarian reconciliation.

MADRID, Jan. 13.—Six more of the rebels 
who participsig® in the late demonstration 
against Fo¢t St. Julian, at Carthagena, have 
been rrrested. It appears that the attack was 
pl»*.hed and carried out by a number of revo- 
“dtionary exiles at Marseilles, France, who 
fitted up a vessel and sailed into Car 
thegena harbor New-Year"s Day. The 
pretended sailors lounged about Car- 
thagena for several days and became 
familiar with the sentinels at the fort. Early 
Monday morum the attack was made. The 
outer works were carried without resistance. 
As the officers came from their barracks they 
were fired upon, and Gen. Fagardo, the Mili- 
tary Governor, was seriously wounded. After 
delivering their fire the conspirators fied. 
Eiguteen soldiers and civilians have been ar- 
rested at Carthagena charged with being im- 
plicated in the conspiracy.

| A DISASTROUS CYCLONE—MAGEE SAYS HE

Lorpor, Jan. 13.— 4 disastrous cyclone 
passed over the middie counties of England 
today. The railway station at Stratford- 
on-Avon was  unroofed and traffic 
on the railways was stopped for some time.

Brvussecs, Jan. 18.—A private bill has been 
introduced in the Belgian Chamber of Depu- 
ties providing for an increase in the duties im- 
posed upon cotton imported into Beigtum. The 
Government has notified the Chamber that it 
will oppose the measure. 

[A recent dis patch from Ghent, the centre of the 
Belgian cotton trade, says that the Association Cot- 
tonniére, which is composed of leading spinners, 
and weavers and ribbon and hosiery manufactur- 
ers, has taken the most active measures 
to defeat the Government bill, wWhich pro- 
poses a large redution in the customs duties 
on cotton, yarns, and fabrics. The association num- 
bers 750 members, and $30,000 has been subscribed 
to afund for the purpose of defeating candidates 
in the next general election in June, 1886, who fa- 
vor the Government scheme. The various firms in 


the linen trade have organized an association to 
secure protective duties on behalf of their trade. 
Other trades have inaugurated a similar move- 
ment, and candidates at the next election will be 
called upon to state how far they will be prepared 
to introduce to measures for the protection of Bel- 
gian agriculture and industry against foreign com- 
petition. }

SCHUYLER, Neb., Jan. 13.—|Special.}|—Two 
black crimes were placed to the credit of 
Schuylér yesterday. The first was the murder 
of the Sheriff of Colfax County and the sec- 
ond was the lynching of the murderer last 
night. The murderer who received such swift 
justice was named Wenzel Lapour, and the 
murdered man was Joba 8. Degman. Sheriff 
Degman went into Lapour's ceil at 7 o'clock 


yesterday morning with Lapour’s breakfast. Ns 


Degman roused him and ordered him to carry 
his slop-bucket from the cell and also to build 
a fire. Lapour repled with a curse, but 
crawled out of his cot as though to obey. Deg- 
man placed the wood on the floor and turned 


to leave the cell, expecting Lapour to follow 
him with the bucket. .Quicker than a cat and 


without uttering a word Lapour leaped from 
his crouching position. He seized the elub of 
firewood and dealt Degman two terrific blows on 
the head. The Sheriff fell like a slaughtered ox 
across the threshold of the cell. Lapour leaped 
across the body, dashed through the jail corri- 
dors and out the front door. As be reached 
the gate of the jail-yard he was seen and rec- 
ognized by ex-Sbherif McCurdy. MoOurdy 
seized the fugitive and, after a desperate 
tussle, brought bim to the ground. At this 
justant one of the assistants in the jail rusbed 
out, erymg: Hold him, hold bim, he bas 
killed Degman.“ Lapour was taken back to 
the jail and again locked up.

SALOON LICENSES—NEW BRIDEWELL BUILD- 
ING—TALKING ABOUT NEW VIADUCTS AND 
BRIDGES. 

The City Collector issued seven more saloon 
licenses yesterday, makmg 3,271 for the pres- 
ent period, against 3,434 for the previous one. 
About 100 saloonkeepers are believed to have 
quit the business since Dec. 1. 

Director MacMilian and Librarian Poole bud 
a talk with Commissioner Cregier yesterday 
about fitting up the rooms set aside in the City- 
Hall for the Public Library. The plans are 
ready, and the board are anxious to get the 
work started so that the rooms will be ready 
by April 1, and they can have that month to 
move into their new quarters. 

The proposed addition to the bridewell will 
cost $166,000. It will double the capacity of 
the institution. The plans call for changes in 


the administration building and a new celi- 
house containing 300 cells. When erected 800 
prisoners can be accommodated comfortably, 
but by crowding as at present 1,500 can be 
taken care of. This capacity will do, perhaps, 
for ten years. The plans are so drawn that 
other additions can be made when necessary. 


Commissioner Cregier had a conference yes- 
terday with officials of the Northwestern and 
Chicago & Evanston Railroad Companies about 
the Lake street and Kinzie street viaducts and 
a double bridge at State street. The Chicago 
& Evanston Road wants the Lake street 
viaduct widened from eighty-five to 110 feet, 
and this will probably be done, as the grade 
would not be affected materially, if the com- 
panies agree to pay the bill. No conclusion 
was reacbed on that point. There is opposition 
to a viaduct at Kinzie street on account of the 
large damage to property involved, and it is 
doubtful if one is constructed there. As the 
river is not wide enough at State. street for a 
double bridge one cannot be built unless the 
turn-table is put on shore, leaving a single 
channel.

bound aswell as on west-bound traffic, in- 
duced the Baltimore & Ohio to meet with them 
in New York for the consideration of ways and 
means by which a disastrous war can be avoid- 
ed.

ALMOST-A PANIC. 


EXCITEMENT CAUSED BY A FALSE ALARM 
OF FIRE AT THE CHICAGO OPERA- 
HOUSE. 

The Ch Opera-House was packed yes- 
terday afternoon with an audience composed 
chiefly of ladies and children invited to see an 
entertainment given by pupils and teachers of 
the Chieago Opera-House Conservatory. When 
about the middie of the program had been 
reached and Miss Anna Morgan, an elocution- 
ist, was going through her number, an odor of 
smoke began to pervade the house. It had 
been drawn in through open windows from 
back of the paint frame and thence 
through the flies and wings into the audito- 


rium. Suddenly a lady who had deen sitting 
in a proscenium box hastily arose and 
passed out, telling those around her 
that there was a fire. The word fre,“ 
though passed along quietly, spread through 
the vast auditorium with lightning speed, and 
there was a moment during which a panic 
seemed imminent. Mr. Samuel Kayser came 
upon the stage and sbouted to the frightened 
audience that there was nodanger. Mr. David 
Henderson, the manager, was standing in the 
lobby when he saw several ladies rashing to- 
wards him. He grasped the situation with his 
characteristic coolness, and turned the tide in 
that portion of the house by energetic assur- 
ances that it was an‘fmpossibility for the house 
to buru. The numéfous exits upon the sev- 
eral floors were thrown open instantly by the 
attachés, but they were not needed, as the 
audience quieted down very quickly, and the 
program was carried out without further in- 
terru ption. 

Speaking of the matter last evening, Mr. 
Henderson stated that about the only possibie 
danger to audiences in theatres at the present 
time, witb all the necessary exis supplied and 
the attachés welt disciplined, was from sense- 
less panics and the crushes resulting there- 
from. If the public could be brought to real- 
ize how littie danger there really was in case of 
fire there would be less likelihood of a panic. 
So far as his house was concerned, he said, an 
audience could sit in the auditorium while 
everything on the stage was being burned up, 
and still be free from injury by fire, so com- 
pletely can the two parts of the house be sep- 
arated. In the auditorium there was nothing 
but chair cushions and a wooden floor laid on 
cement to burn. 8

The Baltimore & Obo, therefore, 
was unable to secure its fair share of the busi- 
ness, and consequentiy was compelled to meet 
the competition by placing tickets in outside 
offices also. 


OBSTACLES 
TION OF EAST-BOUND FREIGHT POOLS. 


IN THE WAY OF THE FORMA- 


But little hope is expressed in railroad clr 


cles bere that the meeting of the Managers’ 
Committee of Cnicago East-Bound Freight 
Traffic will succeed in surmounting the difii- 
culties yet in the way of an east-bound pool 
trom Chicago to conform with the trunk-line 
agreement. The most serious difficulty to be 
overcome is the refusal of the Chicago & At- 
lantic to join in the formation of a new pool 
until the baiances of the old pool are settled in 
accordance with its demands. The Chicago & 
Atlantic claims that it is entitled to about 
$80,000 for ashortage urder the old agreement. 
The other roads figure that the Atlantic claims 
that amount wrougfully, and that according to 
the pool accounts it bas no shortage at all. 
As the Atlantic seems to be determined 
to insist upon the payment of the above 
sum before it will join the new pool, and as 
the other roads appear to be equaliy deter- 
mined to resist the demand, it is hard to see how 
the difficulty can be, settled. Another serious 
problem to be solved is the disposition of the 
east-bound traffic from Milwaukee, The Van- 
derbiit and Peunsylvania lines demand that the 
Milwaukee traflic should go into the Chicago 
pool in order to prevent the Grand Haven and 
Ludington lines from charging a two cents dif- 
ferential from Milwaukee. They of course 
offer to allow those lines a certain percentage 
in the pool for that business, but the Grand 
Haven and Ludington lines claim that this 
would not compensate them by long odds for 
the loss of traffic, as they could get no business 
unless they were allowed a differential, as ship- 
pers will prefer to ship by all-rail against lake 
and rail at even rates. They emphatically de- 
cline to accept the proposition of the other lines 
under any consideration. Aside from this there 
are a number of other complications that have 
to be adjusted before a new pooling agree- 
ment can ve successfully carried out. Even in 
the event of the meeting succeeding in sur- 
mounting the above difficulties and establish- 
ing an east-bound pooi from Chicago the suc- 
cess Of the scheme is not by any means as- 
sured, as the action of the Chicago roads will 
have to be ratified by all the Western connec- 
tions of the trunk lines from all junction points 

d trade centres between Chicago and St. 
Louis. Many of those lines are resisting the 
formation of east-bound pools, and as they 
are not controlled or owned by the trunk lines, 
as are the Chicago roads, it will be no easy 
matter to whip them into the traces. So long 
as the roads from points West and Soutuwest 
are not restrained by pooling agreements from 
cutting the rates when they see fit, the Chicago 
roads cannot afford to carry out a pool that 
would prevent them from meeting the com- 
petition, as in such an event the business 
would ail be diverted from Chicago.

THE CUT IN EMIGRANT RATES. 
New Tonk, Jan. 13.—([Special.|—Nothing 
was done today about the proposed cut in emi- 
grant rates by the Hamburg-American Com- 
pany, but much speculation as to where they 
get their $4.35 was indu.ged in. A favorit 
theory is that the passenger ageat of some one 
of the trunk-line roads has discounted the 
probable disgolution of the emigrant pool. 
According to this theory the agent bas entered 
into a contract to transport passengers for 
$4.35 after March 1, on the presumption 
that the Hamburg-American Line must 
do something to prevent all the 
German emigrants from going to the 
North German Lloyds Baltimore Line, 
by doing which they save $7 in their passage 
west.

Justice Hammer's courv-room was crowded 
yesterday atterudon when the testimony for 
the présecution in the case ot Armory Polioe 
Justice Foote was the first witness examined. 
He was asked if he could identify entries of 
fines impoved on the Justice's sheet. of Oct. 6, 
1884, in the cases of John Edwards and two 
others as being in his own handwriting. He 
replied that they were not. In maxing changes 
in the amounts of fines he canceled the original 
fine by drawing two peneil lines across it and 
then writing the amount as changed, prefixing 
it with a $ mark to the right of the original 
fine. He never allowed any one to change 
fines for. him. a b 
Superintendent of Police Ebersold was next 
placed upon the stand. He was asked if ne 
had applied to Justice Foote for. a reduction of 
the fine of $25 imposed upon John Bdwards, 
janitor of the Columbia Theatre, Oct. 6, 1884. 
The witness replied that he had, as he had 


known Edwards for many years as a good man. 


He did not remember whether the fine had 
been reduced or not. 

James T. Nicholson of No. 724 West Madison 
styéet, a saloonkeeper, testified that in Octo- 
ber, 1884, he bad deposited $50 at the Armory 
Station as security for the appearance of one 
Lax Smith, The fine and costs amounted to 
$11.50. When te Went to the station to get the 


surplus he was told it had been attached in a 
case to come up before Justice White. He 
finally recovered $23. 

The prosecution exhibited the Oontroller’s 
sheet, which showed that but $3 bad been 
turned in to the city on the Lax Smith case. 

The prosecution offered in eVidence Art. 47 
of the city ordinance relating to the duties of 
the clerks of police courts: A large number 
of cases were referred to in which there were 
discrepancies betweén the amount of fines as 
shown upon the Justice’s docket and the 
amount paid in upon them to the Controller. 

Attorney Mitchell stated that there was no 
use of submitting any more such case’. For 
the purpose of this examisation they, would 
admit them as evidence. 

Officer Backus, recalled, testified that he had 
been garnished for the surplus in the deposit 
left for Sax Smith. The sum of $11 in the 
case bad been paid over to Mr. Clingen either 
by himsélf or another officer. 

Witness was asked to state the gen cus- 
tom at the armory stauon in receiving depos- 
its. 

Objected to by Attorney Mitchell. Objeco- 
tion sustained. 

Justice Prindiville, recalled; was asked con- 
cerning several cases where a change of ventie 
had been taken from the armory to lis court. 
It was claimed by the prosecuagon that fires 
amoun,ing to $302 upon the armory docket had 
been erased and the cases disposed of by change 
of vetiuéto Justice Prindiville. The defense 
Objectéd to the question, and it was then mut 
ually agreed that counsel for the defense 
should have access to the books for the pur- 
pose — that particular phase of 
the cha 


Se cases where parties arrested had left 
deposits for fines assessed and had allowed the 
sergeants to plead guilty for them and pay the 
Hue out of the deposit, and where the Justice 
doeket and the clerk’s report to the Controller 
showed no money had been received, were of- 
fered in evidence by the prosecution, and met 
with the usual objections. 

Officer Stark, recalled, testified that be had 
been a desk sergeant at the armory station. 
Whenever he received money on deposit be 
had turned it over to Mr. Clingen. 

prosecution then rested its case. 

Attorney Mitebell of the defense then stated 
that at the outset of the case the defense had 
wanted a bill of particulars, which they had 
not obtained. His associate counsel, Mr. 
Trude, was confited to bis house by reason of 
a surgical 1 upon the throat, and he 
(Mr. Mitchell) did not want to conduct the case 
unassisted, 

Attorney Washburne objected to further 
continuance of the ease. The defense had 
asked for a bili of particulars to which the law 
did not entitie it. Through courtesy the de- 
fense had been furnished with the name of one 
of the principal Witnesses for the prosecution. 
That witness had sworn that the defense had 
approaches Him and tried to hire him to leave 
the city during this trial. He didn't want the 
defense to have further opportunity to taniper 
with witnesses and manufacture evidence. 

Attorney Mitchell protested that he was not 
yet ready to go ahead wit! the case. Ho bad 
not a single witness and needed more time in 
which to prepare the defense. He would 
assert most positively, however, that his 
client had not apprvuached any witness 
direotly or indirectly fer the purpose of keep- 
ing him out of vourt, and the witness, Krone, 
wnom the proseeution had referred to, admit- 
ted that it Was not Mr. Clingen who had ap- 
proached him as he bad testified. It was some 
other man, he said. Olimgen emphatically dis- 
claimed any responsibility for the action of 
others, and did not nor could not regard such 
an action as had been cited as the act ofa 
friend. 

The court wantedeto go ahead with the case 
as expeditiously as possible, but would grant 
any necessary continuance. The case was then 
continued until next Saturday at 10 a, m.

SUNDAY CLOSING. 

THE CASE OF HANNAH & HOGG GOES BE- 
FORE JUSTICE LYON AND WILL BE HEARD 
TODAY. 

When the case of the People vs. Hannah & 
Hogg, in which the defendants were charged 
with violating the Sunday laws in keeping 
open their saloons Sunday, was reopened be- 
fore Justice Hammer yesterday afternoon there 
was a sharp altercation between the Justice 
and counsel for the plaintiff, Mr. T. H. Hood, 
attorney for the Reform Alliance, The Justice 
stated that when the case was up before him a 
week previous be had granted a change of 
venue to Justice Brayton. The attorney for 
the defense, Mr. Rubens, had notified the 
court that be would ask fora writ of prohibi- 
tion whien would prevent Justice Brayton 
from taking the case. The court had deferred 
transmitting the papers one week pending the 
action of the defense in respect to the writ of 
prohibition. That time had elapsed and the 
case could be continued no longer be- 
fore bim, and be therefore was 
obliged to transmit the papers to 
the nearest Justice, Justice Lyon. Although 
Justice Brayton’s office was nearer by eleven 
and a balf feet to Justice Hammer's office than 
Justice Lyon’s office, Justice Brayton was ab- 
sent from thecity. This was a disappoint ment 
for the Reform Alliance, ag there had been a 
bitter fight between it and the defense as to 
which Justice should have the case. Accurate 
measurements had been made of the distances 
of the two offices from Justice Hammer's, and 
the alliance bad felt well over getting their 
case before the Justice they bad desired. 
When Justice Hammer announced his decision 
Attorney Hood was very indignant. He char- 
acterized the action of the court as very 
strange and mysterious, and something he 
could not understand. 

O, you don't know the law,“ retorted Jus- 
tice Hammer biandly. 

The face of the young attorney became fiery 
red as he retorted hotiy: * Maybe 1 don’t. Ido 
know something else, though——_—’’ 

He stopped abruptly, as though admonished 
by the angry gieam in the eyes of the court 
that be bad said enouch. 

The case was then taken before Justice 
Lyon and continued because of bis inability 
to take up the case until probably today. 


“HERE’S A HOW D'YE DO.” 

THE AUDACIOUS FASHION IN WHICH WEST 
SIDE GROCERIES ARE RAIDED BY BURG- 
LARS. 

Last Friday night, about 9 o'clock, Mr. Gun- 
Gerson, @groceryman on the corner of West 
Ohio and Ada streets, while in his store alone 
was somewhat surprised to see three masked 
men enter the piace. One of them locked the 
door while the others advanced and held a re- 
volver to his bead and informed him if he made 
any outery he would be killed. The groce 
was so amazed that he lost his fear and — 
vent to a loud yell for heip. The family, living 
overhead, heard the cry ana some one started 
down to see what was the matter. The robbers 
fied without securing anything. Half an hour 
afterward Milan's grocery store on 
the corner of Elizabeth and Erie 
streets, two -biocks away, was forcibiy 
entered, and four boxes of fancy toilet soap, a 
lot of tobacco, some postage stamps, and a 
small amount of silver were taken. Officers 
Ryan and Loftus were puton the case, and 
yesterday paid a visit to the house of a man 
named Furlong, near the Milwaukee avenue 
viaduct. where several well-known thieves are 
in the habit of stopping. In one of the rooms 
they found a box of fine giycerine soap, and 
when the occupant of the room came in he was 
taken into custody. The soap connoisseur 
proved to be none other than Eddie Hopkins, a 
famous cracksman of the city, whose exploits 
while a member of the “Bat Shea gang” uf 
burgiars secured him aterm in the peniten- 
tiary.

ONE OF THR MOST TROUBLESOME WOMEN 
EVER HANDLED BY THE POLICE AT HER 
OLD TRICKS. 

Yesterday morning a young and rather good- 
looking German girl stepped out of Lloyd's dry- 
goods store, glanced quickly around to see if 
any one was watching ber, and then picked up 
a pair of shoes that were among other goods 
displayed in front of the store. These she con- 
cealed beneath ber circular, and then walked 
rapidly.up State street. A vhance passer-by ob- 
served the theft and pointed the woman out to 
Officer Costello, who caught up with her at 
the Adams street crossing. Beneath ber circu- 
lar were found numerous articles that 
she had picked up while in Lioyd’s, 
and they were identifiel as having been 
taken from that store. Justice Meech held 
her to the Criminal Court, and sue was taken to 
jail after her picture bad been added to the 
rogues’ gallery. The woman gave ber name 
as Amelia Bell and said she lived at No. 319 
South Clark street. On making inquiry at that 
number the officer found that the woman had 
occupied a room there the night before for 
the first time, registering as Mary Monk. She 
said she came to Chicago from Detroit two days 
ago, having been employeg in a dress-making 
establishment in the la city. Her father, 
she said, was a practic physician in Detroit, 
and she claimed to have a sister living in Chi- 
cago, on Desplaines street. 

When the woman arrived at the jail she was 
immediately recognized as a professional shop- 
lifter who flourished in Chicago several years 
ago and who was sent to the penitentiary after 
causing no end of troubie to. the police. Her 
right name is Mary Monk. She was first ar- 
rested for shoplifting about five years ago, but 
was let off through the agency of a German 
society which interceded in her behalf. 
A prominent North Side German took 
her home, and she repaid bis kindness by steal- 
ing nearly all of bis wife’s wardrobe. Again 
she was arrested and sent to the Erring Wom- 
en's Refuge, but made ber escape from that 
institution after robbing several inmates. Soon 
after she was arrested while taking goods from 
a down-town store and was sentenced to serve 
five years in the penitentiary. The officers 
think she was discharged from that instituuon 
this week. 


THE CAR-HOOEK MURDER. 
A JURY FINALLY OBTAINED AND THE TAK- 
ING OF TESTIMONY BEGUN/ 

Exactly two days and a half were consumed 
in Judge Collins’ court in obtaining a juryin 
the *“‘car-hook’"’ homicide case. The expilana- 
tion of this is that the car-driver, Leahy, was 
a stranger and friendiess, while the man he 
killed had many friends and acquaintances, 
and Messrs. Forrest and May, his counsel, were 
very careful to accept only such jurors as 
swore to an unbiased condition of mind. The 
last Juror was enrolled shortly after noon, and 
at 2 p. m. Assistant State’s-Attorney Frank 
Walker opened the case, and was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Forrest for the defense. 
Mr. O. S. Kelsoe was the first witness called by 
the prosecution. He testified that:he was a 
passenger on the car and trip in question. 
About 4:30 p. m. he heard the bell ring for the 
wagons ahead of the car to pull out of the 
track on Archer avenue, near Emerald. He 
described the situation and stated that Leahy 
called Fred Berndt, the teamster, a Dutch ——, 
upon which the people on the front platform 
left the car and a scrimmage followed, in 
which a stone was thrown and blows of whips 
exchanged. The car was driven on a little 
further and then the driver, taxing his car-houk, 
tied up his reins, and, leaving the car, walked 
back towards the coal-wagon. Bernat had left 
his wagon, whip in band, and was coming to- 
wards the car-driver. He did not see any one 
strike Leahy, nor did be see him receive a 
blow. He saw Leaby strike the teamster 
Berndt upon the shoulder with the car-hook, 
and then a second blow upon the bead. The 
second blow felled. Berndt and the hook was 
imbedded in his skull. Leahy in pulling the 
hook out of Berndt's head pulled out some of 
the brain matter; be also pulled the 
head up several inches off the ground, 
but when the hook was released the 
head fell back upon the ground. The wounded 
man was carried from the middie of the track 
io the sidewalk, and witness then took the 
third car behind Leahy’s car and went home. 
At the time of the assault Berndt was fifteen 
feet ahead of his team. Windie, the horse- 
sboer, grasped Leahy until the arrival of a 
policeman, and asked defendant if that was the 
hook with which be had struck Berndt. The 
defendant replied yes. 

The whip and bat of the deceased were pro- 
duced in Court, as also the iron car-hook which 

caused his death. 


REMINGTON’S CASE. 

CAPT. WARD'S REPORT SHOWING WHY THE 
MAN WAS DETAINED AT THE STATION. 
Capt. Ward of the Despiaines Street Station 

yesterday made a written report to the Chief 
of Police concerning the arrest of O. 8. Rem- 
ington. He says that about 10:30 o'clock last 
Saturday night Officer Sheehan noticed a man 
offering a silk dress for sale in the neighbor- 
hood of Madison and Canal streets. The man 
went into a pawnshop at No. 52 West Madison 
street, and on comihg out was asked by the of- 
Acer what he had to sell. The man replied 
that it was a silk dress which beionged to his 
wife, but refused to give his address and was 
taken to the station. To the desk-sergeant he 
said bis name was O. 8. Remington, and 
claimed to live at the Randolph House. An 
officer was sent to that place, and was told 
that Remington had roomed there last fan 
with a young man, but had not been in the 
house in three months. After being locked up 
Remington said he lived at No. 91 South Peoria 
street, and later contradicted himself and 
changed the number to 113 of the same street. 
An officer went to the last-named place and 
found a woman who said she was Mrs. Rem- 
ington. Her husband, she stated. had taken 
one of ber dresses to pawn. Kemington was 
then booked for disorderly conduct, and was 
discharged by Justice White. If this statement 
is correct Remington bas only himseif to blame 
for bis detention in the station. Had be told a 
truthful story to the officers when placed un- 
derarrest he would probably have been al- 
lowed to go. An officer of the law is justified 
at all times in investigating a suspicious char- 
acter, and no honest man need have any fear 
of such investigation.

Cook and Dr. W. H. D. Lewis were called in 
baste. He was then in convulsions, and the 
right side of. his body had become paralyzed. 
His condition grew rapidly worse, couvulsions 
following each other at frequent intervals. It 
required the most strenuous efforts to restore 
the boy to life after several of the convulsions, 
and liquid food only could be administered, 
and that a few drops atatime. The little fel- 
low suffered excruciating pain, but was con- 
scious most of the time.

The College of Physicians and Surgeons 
Wants Free Water— Edwin Walk 


er's Reply. 


Transparent Paper—Appellate Court Decisions 
—The Storey Will Case—Sabstantial 

Damages.

Last Friday by order of Commissioner Cregier 
the water-supply of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons was cut of for non-payment of the 
water rates. This brought the college authorities 
to time. and they gave a check for the amount due. 
$319, under protest. Yesterdey a bill was fied in 
the Superior Court By the college against the city, 
Commissioner Cregier, and the National Bank of 
Uiineis to step veayment of the check and 
compel its return. The bill sets owt that 
the college is an educational institution, 
and as it has * free dispensatory 
in its building, it aleo claims to such an extent to 
be a charitabie institution. In September, 1884, an 
Ordinance was passed rescinding all rates assessed 
against charitable and educational! institutions not 
conducted for purposes of private gain. Noy. 21, 
1884. the ordinance was amended by omitting the 
words, “not conducted for purposes of private 
gain. Cregier refuses to cance! the water rates. 
or refund tne check, but bas had it certified. The 
college claims it ts entitied to water free under the 
above ordinance, and asks for an injunction to pre- 
vent payment of the check. A temporary injune- 
tion was issued by Judge Garnett as asked unde? a 
doud for $1,000. 

WALEER’S REPLY. 

About fifteen months ago ©. C. Merrimar and 
others filed a bill in the Usited States Circuit Court 
against the Ch 0, Danville & Vincennes Rail- 
road Company, K. Biddle Roberts, Edwin Walker.

& Vincennes. Yesterday Béwin Walker, one of the 
principal defendants, filed his answer, denying ai!
